An  offer  of  an  interim  increase  in  pay  and  allowances  of  10 
per  cent  from  March  1,  to  be  followed  by  a  further  offer  in 
the  autumn,  was  rejected  by  the  staff  side  of  Whitley  Council 
Committee  C  on  February  26. 

.  .  .  and  Society 
Council  gives 
its  view 


The  Committee  had  met  to 
consider  a  staff  side  claim  that 
would  give  a  category  V  chief 
pharmacist  a  basic  salary  of 
£3,500  as  compared  with  the 
current  £2,327. 

The  management  side's 
autumn  offer  would  depend  on 
the  completion  of  a  revised 
career  structure  based  on  the 
recommendations  in  the  Noel 
Hall  report  being  completed  by 
October  31.  If  it  had  not  been 
completed  a  further  interim 
offer  of  5  per  cent  with  effect 
from  November  1  would  be 
made. 

After  rejecting  the  offer  the 
staff  side  proposed  an  interim 
settlement  based  on  an  increase 
of  25  per  cent  in  pay  and  allow- 
ances from  March  1.  Considera- 
tion of  the  proposals  was  de- 
ferred to  a  further  meeting  on 
March  6. 

Members  of  Liverpool 
Branch  of  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists,  who  had  threat- 
ened to  resign  if  the  original 
offer  was  not  met  in  full,  were 
awaiting  the  outcome  of  the 
March  6  meeting  before  decid- 
ing to  go  ahead. 

Committee  C  have  agreed 
a  revision  of  allowances  for 
pharmacists  temporarily  taking 
oyer  the  duties  of  a  pharma- 
cist in  a  higher  grade. 

Backdated  to  November  1, 
1969,  pharmacists  performing 
such  duties  for  not  less  than 
15  working  days  receive  an 
additional  payment  based  on 
half  the  difference  between 
the  minimum  and  scale  rates 
for  the  substantive  and  acting 
positions.

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  issued  the  follow- 
ing statement  on  Wednesday : 
Council  view  with  the  utmost 
anxiety  the  recent  develop- 
ments within  hospital 
pharmacy,  which  have  resulted 
in  the  threatened  resignation 
of  the  majority  of  hospital 
pharmacists  in  the  Liverpool 
region. 

Council  are  in  no  doubt  that 
the  staff  of  hospital  pharma- 
ceutical departments  are  serv- 
ing the  long-term  interests  of 
patients  in  demanding  that  the 
Government  give  urgent  atten- 
tion to  their  claim  for  a  major 
improvement  in  their  salaries 
and  career  structures.  The 
present  crisis  has  arisen  solely 
because  this  claim  has  been 
ignored  for  many  years,  with 
the  inevitable  consequence  that 
many  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ments are  today  so  gravely 
understaffed  that  they  are  un- 
able fully  to  discharge  their 
responsibilities. 

Council  welcome  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  recent  indication 
that  the  Government  are  seek- 
ing early  conclusions  on  the 
recommendations  contained  in 
the  Noel  Hall  Report  on  the 
hospital  pharmaceutical  service. 
The  situation,  however,  cannot 
wait  upon  the  implementation 
of  the  report.  If  the  hospital 
pharmaceutical  service  is  not  to 
decline  even  further  to  the 
detriment  of  patients,  there  is 
immediate  need  for  salary  in- 
creases sufficient  not  only  to 
retain  those  pharmacists  who 
have  remained  loyal  to  the 
hospitals  but  also  to  attract 
entrants  to  this  branch  of  the 
profession. 

It  is  noted  that  the  Whitley 
Council  Committee  is  at  present 
considering  the  salaries  claim 
that  has  been  submitted  by  the 
staff  side.  Council  earnestly 
hope  that  the  negotiations  will 
produce  a  settlement  which, 
although  of  an  interim 
character  pending  a  compre- 
hensive reorganisation  of  the 
service,     will     recognise  the

'Association'  case 
decision  date 

The  Statutory  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will 
meet  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square. 
London  WC1,  on  March  10 
to  give  a  decision  on  a  case 
heard  last  December.  It  had 
then  been  alleged  that  directors 
of  a  company  had  carried  on 
the  company's  pharmacy  in 
such  close  proximity  to  a  medi- 


cal group  practice  and  in  such 
circumstances  that  there  would 
appear  to  have  been  a  business 
association  between  the  pharm- 
acy and  doctors  and  that  there- 
by they  may  have  committed 
an  act.  which  would  have  been 
misconduct  if  they  had  been 
registered  pharmacists. 

The  Committee  had  also  con- 
sidered evidence  relating  to  a 
conviction  of  the  company  for 
an  offence  under  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act.  1933. 

Purchase  tax 
exemptions 

A  further  list  of  "essential" 
drugs  and  medicines  has  been 
temporarily  exempted  from 
purchase  tax  by  the  issue  of 
Purchase  Tax  (No.  1)  Direction 
1970. 

The  effect  of  this  Direction, 
which  became  operative  on 
February  26,  is  to  make  the 
following  changes  to  the  Sche- 
dule of  the  Purchase  Tax  (No. 
2)  Order  1968  (see  C&D  Year 
Book,  p  247):  Added  to  head 
II  are  Amiloride  hydrochloride 
[Moduretic];  dibenzepin  hydro- 
chloride [Noveril];  4'-fluoro-4- 
(4-pyrid  -  2  -  yl)piperazin  -  1  - 
ylbutyrophenone  [veterinary 
preparation];  ibuprofen  [Bru- 
fenj;  pralidoxime,  and  salts 
thereof;  and  xylazine,  prepared 
for  veterinary  use. 

The  entry  relating  to  phan- 
quone  is  amended  to:  "Phan- 
quone,  whether  or  not  mixed 
with  clioquinol  [Sedacol]."

Statement  soon  on 
NHS  remuneration 

To  help  chemist  contractors  to  understand  exactly  how  they 
are  paid  for  prescriptions,  the  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee  is  to  publish  to  all  contractors  a  statement 
on  the  present  structure  of  NHS  remuneration. 
That    was    announced    at  the 


Committee's  February  meeting, 
when  it  was  also  stated  that 
the  audited  accounts  of  chem- 
ist contractors  who  participated 
in  the  1969  remuneration  in- 
quiry are  now  being  received 
and  processed  at  a  steady  rate 
by  the  consultants  acting  on  be- 
half of  the  Central  NHS  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Central  Committee  will 
again  press  for  the  payment 
date  for  the  monthly  cheque 
to  be  brought  forward  to  a 
day  earlier  in  the  month,  it 
was  said.  They  will  also  make 
further  representations  to  the 
Department  of  Health  about 
the  Committee's  request  for  a 
separate  professional  fee  to  be 
paid  for  each  person  receiving 
medicines  on  a  single  prescrip- 
tion form  written  for  more  than 
one  patient. 

The  meeting,  which  was 
presided  over  by  Mr  G.  T.  M. 
David  was  told  that  a  letter 
had  been  received  from  the 
Department  in  reply  to  the  last 
series  of  representations  about 
the  problems  associated  with 
the  exemption  declaration  pro- 
cedure. The  letter  said  that 
with  the  special  notices  pre- 
pared by  the  Department  and 
made  available  to  general  prac- 
titioners for  display  in  sur- 
geries, they  had  expected  the 


situation  to  have  improved. 

Members  of  the  Committee 
commented  on  the  "completely 
unsatisfactory''  nature  of  the 
reply  and  complained  that  more 
of  the  pharmacist's  time  was 
being  wasted  over  the  exemp- 
tion declaration  procedure  than 
on  any  other  matter. 

After  discussing  the  size  of 
the  rural  area  subsidy  scales 
which  had  been  fixed  nearly 
five  years  previously  it  was  de- 
cided to  make  representations 
to  the  Department  for  the 
amounts  in  the  scale  of  pay- 
ments to  be  increased  to  take 
account  of  cost  of  living 
increases. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Codex  Revision  Committee  is 
to  be  requested  to  adjust  the 
metric  amounts  of  the  ingredi- 
ents for  external  preparations 
in  the  BPC  so  that  the  amounts 
required  for  frequently  ordered 
quantities  (eg  100  ml)  are 
readily  measurable  in  the 
dispensary. 

The  secretary  (Mr  J.  Wright) 
reported  on  a  meeting  he  and 
the  secretary  and  registrar  of 
the  Society  (Mr  D.  F.  Lewis) 
had  had  with  Sir  Alan  Marre 
of  the  Department  of  Health 
about  a  situation  involving  dis- 
pensing doctors  in  Bidford-on- 
Avon.  It  was  decided  to  seek 


legal  advice  on  a  point  raised 
by  Mr  Wright  before  consider- 
ing what  additional  action  was 
necessary  to  safeguard  the  in- 
terests of  local  pharmacists. 

As  a  result  of  representations 
made  by  the  Committee,  the 
Department  had  authorised  the 
West  Sussex  Executive  Coun- 
cil, without  prejudice,  to  reim- 
burse, by  means  of  an  ex  gratia 
payment,  the  accountancy  and 
legal  expenses  incurred  by  the 
Horsham  chemists  in  setting  up 
the  consortium  that  was  to 
practise  from  the  Horsham 
Health  Centre. 

The  Committee  decided  that 
the  first  meeting  of  the  new 
General  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee for  Wales  would  be  held 
at  Cardiff  on  March  12. 

Sales  hit  by 
prices 

Consumer  expenditure  and  vol- 
ume of  purchase  figures  re- 
leased by  the  Television  Con- 
sumer Audit  in  the  second  of 
a  series  of  reports  on  the  levels 
of  consumer  expenditure  show 
that  rising  prices  have  begun 
to  cut  back  actual  volume  of 
purchases  in  many  markets  that 
were  examined. 

Overall  consumer  expenditure 
on  toiletry  products  during  the 
period  August-October  1969 
was  up  marginally  by  1  per 
cent,  entirely  accounted  for  by 
the  increased  expenditure  on 
toilet  soap,  compared  with  the 
same  period  of  1968.  Four 
other  products  —  analgesics, 
dentifrices,  men's  hair  dressing 
and  shampoos,  declined  in  both 
consumer  expenditure  and  vol- 
ume of  purchases. 


Small  retailers' 
hopes  from

In  the  House  earlier  this  week 
Mr  J.  Dempsey  asked  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland 
under  what  conditions  under 
the  National  Health  Service 
contraceptives  were  supplied  to 
individuals;  what  was  the  mini- 
mum age  at  which  they  were 
supplied;  whether  they  were 
available  to  both  sexes;  and 
what  was  the  cost  to  the 
National  Health  Service  in  each 
of  the  last  three  years. 

Mr  William  Ross  replied : 
"Oral  contraceptives  are  avail- 
able under  the  Service  on  the 
prescription  of  family  doctors, 
where  the  doctor  considers  that 
contraception  is  needed  on 
medical  grounds.  Local  health 
authorities  can  provide  oral 
contraceptives  and  contracep- 
tive appliances  required  on 
medical  grounds,  or  can  con- 
tribute to  the  cost  of  their 
provision  by  voluntary  family 
planning  clinics.  No  age  limits 
are  laid  down.  Contraceptives 
for  males  are  not  available 
under  the  Service. 

"The  net  cost  —  excluding 
dispensing  fees  and  allowances, 
for  which  figures  are  not  avail- 
able —  of  oral  contraceptives 
falling  within  the  group  most 
commonly  prescribed  by  family 
doctors  and  supplied  by  chem- 
ists under  the  Service  was 
approximately  £35,000  for  1966, 
£38,000  for  1967,  and  £45,000 
for  1968. 

Mrs  Joyce  Butler  asked  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  last 
week  if  he  was  satisfied  that 
the  proposed  restrictions  on  the 
use  of  DDT  in  the  UK  would 
be  adequate  to  cover  all  food- 
stuffs that  might  be  exported 
to  the  USA  and  would  have  to 
meet  US  pesticide  require- 
ments. 

Mr  James  Hoy,  Joint  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary,  replied: 
"Yes.  Our  exports  of  foodstuffs 
already  meet  the  United  States' 
pesticide  requirements;  and  the 
effect  of  the  proposed  restric- 
tions will  be  to  reduce  still 
further  any  DDT  residues." 


Braden's  Week, 
Saturday  television  show  on 
BBC1,  last  week  criticised 
chemists  who  do  not  carry  for- 
ward manufacturers'  warning 
labels  when  dispensing  products 
in  containers  other  than  the 
original. 

The  programme  was  follow- 
ing-up a  case  in  which  a  child's 
head  had  been  badly  burned 
when  Lorexane  head  lotion  — 
supplied  by  a  clinic  —  caught 
fire.  There  was  no  warning 
label,  yet  the  manufacturer 
(ICI  Pharmaceuticals  Division) 
gave  a  clear  "inflammable" 
warning  on  all  packs. 

Samples  were  obtained  on 
prescription,  and  it  was  found 
that  where  50-ml  originals  were 
supplied,  the  pharmacist  had 
covered  the  warning  with  his 
own  label.  When  broken  bulk 
was  given,  no  inflammable 
warning  appeared. 

The  same  thing  happened  to 
the  Schedule  7  "drowsiness" 
caution  appearing  on  an  un- 
specified Parke-Davis  product. 

Bernard  Braden  expressed 
concern  that  "overworked  — 
perhaps  underpaid"  chemists 
and  doctors  had  not  passed  the 
warnings  on  to  patients.  He  was 
also  disturbed  to  find  that  some 
doctors  were  not  aware  of  such 
properties  of  the  products  they 
prescribe. 

India  steps  up 
production 

India  will  be  almost  self-suffi- 
cient in  pharmaceutical  chemi- 
cals next  year  when  the  pro- 
duction is  expected  to  reach 
Rs  2,500m,  (£139m)  according 
to  official  estimates. 

With  the  exceptional  growth 
of  the  industry  over  the  past 
few  years,  the  import  content 
of  pharmaceuticals  has  already 
been  reduced  to  10  per  cent  of 
the  total  requirement.

source  of  supply  to  non-chemists. 

The  Committee  considered 
that  manufacturers  should 
"activate"  themselves  more  re- 
garding their  own  lines;  that  it 
was  necessary  to  watch  quan- 
tities supplied  to  wholesalers 
who  were  not  members  of 
WDFI  and  that  certain  chem- 
ists' suppliers  should  also  be 
checked  with  a  view  to  ascer- 
taining the  destination  to  phar- 
macies in  case  supplies  were 
being  leaked  by  retail  chemists. 

The  Association's  submis- 
sions to  the  Department  of 
Health  on  the  draft  Poisons' 
Regulations  under  the  Poisons' 
Act,  1961,  which  had  received 
detailed  study,  were  approved. 

Objection  was  taken  to  pro- 
posed facilities  that  would 
allow  the  sale  of  poisons  under 
licence  in  mixed  trading  prem- 
ises, bars  and  such  like  places. 
It  was  agreed  to  request  the 
Department  to  rephrase  the 
regulations  so  as  to  exclude  the 
issue  of  licences  to  such  prem- 
ises. 

Suggestions  for  the  exercise 
of  greater  control  over  the  sale 
of  poisonous  substances  from 
vans  by  travelling  people  were 
put  forward  and  similar  sugges- 
tions were  mooted  relating  to 
the  sale  of  poisons  by  Co- 
operatives. 

The  proposal  to  prohibit  the 
sale  of  strychnine  by  retail 
pharmacists  except  as  an  ingre- 
dient in  medicines  was  noted 
with  regret.  Comhairle  na 
Nimheanna  (the  Poisons' 
Board)  had  considered  strych- 
nine sales  to  be  socially  un- 
desirable and  also  unnecessary 
as  alternative  preparations  were 
available. 


Action  needed 
by  'chemist  only' 
companies — IDA 

Manufacturers  who  sincerely 
wish  to  implement  a  policy  of 
confining  their  goods  to  chem- 
ists must  do  more  "police" 
work. 

That  was  the  feeling  of  the 
Irish  Drug  Association's  Execu- 
tive Committee  at  its  February 
meeting  in  Dublin  recently. 

The  Committee  was  con- 
sidering the  report  of  a  meet- 
ing with  the  Wholesale  Drug 
Federation  of  Ireland  called  to 
discuss  the  policy  of  distribut- 
ing certain  lines  through 
chemists  only. 

The  Federation  felt  that 
some  business  was  lost  by  the 
wholesale  members  of  WDFI, 
who  complied  with  manufac- 
turers' directions  to  distribute 
solely  to  retail  pharmacists 
whereas  other  wholesalers  who 
were  not  members  of  WDFI, 
were  apparently  —  and  in 
some  cases  evidently  —  selling 
restricted  lines  to  non-chemists 
contrary  to  the  manufacturers' 
policy. 

That,  it  was  pointed  out,  was 
also  harmful  to  retail  chemists. 
Quantities  being  leaked  to 
supermarkets,  etc.  were  con- 
sidered so  great  that  they  were 
unlikely  to  be  leaked  through 
chemists  without  being  ob- 
served by  the  manufacturers' 
agents  or  distributors.  It  must 
therefore  be  assumed  that  these 
distributors    were    the  main

Branch  activities 

A  perusal  of  the  items  under  the  heading  of  "Coming  Events"  clearly  indicates 
that  the  annual  grant  from  the  Society  to  its  branches  is  a  very  sound  invest- 
ment (p  293).  I  have  always  held  the  branch  secretary  in  the  highest  regard, 
for,  although  there  is  a  branch  committee  at  his  back,  the  major  part  of  the 
work  is  his,  and  it  is  as  a  result  of  his  work,  if  not  his  own  inspiration,  that 
meetings  are  arranged,  speakers  engaged  and  subjects  chosen. 

It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  secretary  if  the  attendance  on  some  occasions  is  not 
all  that  he  would  have  hoped  for.  It  is  also  no  compliment  to  the  speaker,  who 
has  almost  certainly  spent  many  evenings  in  the  preparation  of  his  material. 
The  range  of  subjects  in  last  week's  list  is  wide  and  varied,  and  all  the  subjects 
chosen  are — or  should  be — of  great  interest  to  branch  members.  This  is  true 
almost  every  week. 

To  take  one  or  two  at  random,  the  legal  problems  of  the  Shops  Act  and 
Trade  Descriptions  Act  are  of  vital  importance  to  all  engaged  in  retailing,  and 
Doncaster  has  done  well  to  arrange  for  an  authoritative  address  on  the  subjects 
by  Mr  F.  G.  Walker. 

My  first  introduction  to  the  thorny  problem  of  accurate  description  was  in 
connection  with  an  old-fashioned  preparation  used  to  assist  the  festivities 
around  Christmas  time.  It  had  been  known  for  many  years  as  Ginger  Wine 
Essence,  but  it  seemed  that  there  were  two  errors  in  that  title — it  was  not  a 
wine,  and  it  was  not  an  essence  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word.  And  I  am 
quite  sure  that  it  was  never  purchased  with  the  expectation  that  a  rollicking 
time  would  be  had  by  all  who  partook  of  it.  It  therefore  appeared  as 
sweetened  gingerade  concentrate,  "formerly  known  as  ginger  wine  essence." 

That  seemed  to  me  as  good  a  way  as  any  of  leaving  the  public  with  a  little 
of  its  accumulated  illusions.  I  have  not  seen  it  for  many  years.  It  may  be  that 
public  taste  is  now  less  unsophisticated,  and  the  end  result  a  poor  reward  for 
the  labour  involved. 

Other  subjects 

On  the  same  evening,  Leicester  was  learning  about  radiopharmaceuticals, 
while  Northampton  heard  a  talk  on  pharmacy  in  Nepal.  On  Tuesday,  in 
Birmingham,  the  opportunity  was  offered  of  learning  something  of  prescrip- 
tion pricing  in  the  National  Health  Service,  while  other  branches  devoted 
their  attention  to  bronchodilator  drugs — a  most  useful  topic  that,  for  the 
pharmacist  should  be  ready  to  offer  personal  advice  on  some  of  them — and 
drug  addiction,  respectively. 

There  was  also  a  joint  meeting  during  the  week  at  Chelmsford,  where  three 
branches  combined  their  efforts  in  discussing  the  NE  London  proposals  for 
a  new  NHS  contract.  I  approve  of  that  topic  being  examined  in  detail  by  as 
many  pharmacists  as  possible. 

That  is  only  a  selection  from  the  week's  programme  and,  as  I  have  indi- 
cated, it  all  reflects  great  credit  on  the  organisers  and  provides  evidence  of  the 
value  of  the  branch  system  throughout  the  country.  The  Society's  grant  is  put 
to  good  purpose. 

Social  events 

But,  it  would  not  do  to  think  that  the  pharmacist  is  devoid  of  the  social  graces. 
There  were  dinners  and  dances  in  Hounslow,  Newquay,  London  and  Leicester, 
and  it  would  have  required  a  strong  digestion  and  a  magic  carpet  to  do  full 
justice  to  the  occasions. 

Glasgow  was  the  only  place  that  disappointed  me.  The  venue  was  the  High- 
landers' Institute.  One  might  have  expected  a  ceiledh,  some  caber  tossing  and 
weight  putting,  interspersed  with  a  few  reels  and  strathspeys.  But  what  do  we 
find?  A  whist  drive!

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Hospital  pharmaceutical 
service  'inadequate' 
says  Noel  Hall 

The  hospital  pharmaceutical  service  as  at  present  organised,  staffed  and  accom- 
modated is  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  hospital  service  as  they  are 
developing,  says  the  Noel  Hall  committee  in  its  report,  presented  last  week. 
Far-reaching  changes  in  the  use  of  drugs 


can  be  expected,  says  the  report.  If  future 
demands  are  to  be  satisfied  there  must 
therefore  be  active  and  informed  manage- 
ment at  all  levels  in  the  hospital  pharma- 
ceutical service,  and  close  co-operation 
between  the  doctors,  nurses,  pharmacists 
and  administrators  concerned  with  drug- 
use  in  hospitals. 

Many  hospital  authorities,  and  pharma- 
cists are  convinced  that  steps  must  be 
taken  quickly  to  improve  the  present  situa- 
tion. "With  this  view  we  agree.  Neverthe- 
less, we  hope  that  any  interim  measures 
which  may  have  to  be  taken  as  matters  of 
urgency  will  be  consistent  with  the  future 
requirements  of  the  service  as  we  have 
outlined  them." 

A  unanimous  view 

The  committee  were  impressed  by  the 
unanimity  of  opinion  that  radical  re- 
organisation of  the  hospital  pharmaceuti- 
cal service  was  needed  and  by  the  appar- 
ent readiness  of  all  concerned  to  make 
changes. 

Very  few  of  those  submitting  evidence 
saw  a  place  in  the  reorganised  service 
for  retail  pharmacists,  except  in  some  rural 
areas  where  they  might  be  able  to  give 
pharmaceutical  advice,  or  in  those  cases 
where  prescribing  by  EC  10  (HP)  or  RBP 
was  the  most  economical  way  of  provid- 
ing for  outpatient  dispensing. 

Almost  all  submissions  drew  attention 
to  the  high  wastage  and  turnover  in  the 
basic  and  senior  pharmacist  grades,  to  the 
unacceptably  high  number  of  part-time 
pharmaceutical  staff,  and  to  shortages  in 
both  pharmacist  and  technician  classes,  al- 
though some  bodies  argued  that  the  pres- 
ent number  of  pharmacists  in  the  service 
would  be  sufficient  if  manpower  was  prop- 
erly used  and  deployed. 

The  evidence  drew  attention  to  the  high 
proportion  of  time  spent  by  many  pharma- 
cists on  routine  duties  and  the  urgent  need 
to  provide  the  pharmacist  with  ancillary 
staff.  There  was  strong  support  for  a  quali- 
fied technician  grade  with  a  level  of  work 
for  senior  technicians  and  salaries  appro- 
priate to  a  qualified  class.  The  pharma- 
cist can  no  longer  be  regarded  only  as 
a  dispenser  of  medicines.  He  has  an  im- 
portant consultative  and  management  role. 
He  should  be  responsible  for  the  planning 
of  pharmaceutical  services  and  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  safe  systems 
of  work  within  his  department,  and  the 
collection  of  data  on  drug  use.  The  in- 
creasing potency  of  drugs  and  the  com- 
plexity of  modern  drug  therapy  requires 
that  the  pharmacist  should  function  with- 
in the  hospital  as  a  technical  expert  able 
to  use  his  scientific  training  to  handle 
non-routine  demands  and  provide  advice

within  his  appropriate  fields.  The  even- 
tual scope  of  this  advisory  role  is 
uncertain  but  there  are  areas  where 
the  pharmacist's  advisory  function  to  • 
medical  and  nursing  staff  are  generally 
accepted.  In  the  main  the  hospital  pharma- 
ceutical service  has  failed  to  break  from 
a  tradition  in  which  each  hospital  of 
any  size  supported  its  own  independent 
pharmacy.  The  small  scale  upon  which 
the  work  of  pharmacists  has  been  or- 
ganised hitherto  has  led  to  duplication 
of  effort,  inflexibility  in  the  deployment 
of  resources,  and  lack  of  economy  in 
manpower,  materials  and  equipment.  The 
small  department  is  particularly  vulner- 
able to  staffing  shortages.  The  cumulative 
results  are  inadequate  career  prospects, 
faltering  recruitment,  high  wastage  among 
the  younger  pharmacists,  and  inadequate 
presentation  of  the  views  of  pharmacists 
at  the  levels  of  management  and  policy 
formation  where  it  is  increasingly  re- 
quired. There  is  uncertainty  about  the 
pharmacist  s  position  in  the  management 
structure  of  the  hospital  and  no  clearly 
defined  practice  by  which  the  group,  or 
chief,  pharmacist  has  access  to  the  chief 
officers  of  his  authority  or  to  the  Manage- 
ment Committee  or  Board. 

Committee's  recommendation 

The  principal  recommendations  are  as 
follows: 

Organisation  : 

1.  Hospital  pharmaceutical  services 
should  be  organised  on  a  scale  large 
enough  to  ensure  that  pharmacists  are 
fully  occupied  on  duties  requiring  their 
professional  and  managerial  ability:  to 
provide  scope  for  the  optimum  use  of 
technicians  and  other  supporting  staff;  and 
to  create  the  conditions  needed  for  a  satis- 
factory career  structure. 

2.  The  unit  of  organisation  for  pharma- 
ceutical services  should  be  the  Area 
Pharmaceutical  Service  providing  all  the 
basic  pharmaceutical  services  for  an  area 
which  would  almost  always  be  larger  than 
that   of  a   single   Hospital  Management 


Committee,  Board  of  Management,  or 
Board  of  Governors.  It  should  normally 
include  some  4,000-6,000  beds  of  all  types. 

3.  For  reasons  of  geography  and  com- 
munication some  smaller  Pharmaceutical 
Areas  may  be  required,  but  no  Area  should 
be  so  small  as  not  to  provide  adequate 
work  for  a  team  of  at  least  eight  pharma- 
cists, with  their  suporting  staff. 

4.  The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  should 
undertake  a  survey  of  the  pharmaceutical 
needs  of  hospitals  in  their  regions  and 
should  draw  up  plans  for  the  re-organisa- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  services  on  an  area 
basis.  To  be  effective  any  survey  must 
include  teaching  hospitals.  Regional 
Boards  should  determine  which  of  their 
hospitals  should  be  served  by  each  Area 
Pharmaceutical  Service  in  the  region,  and 
agree  with  Boards  of  Governors  on  how 
teaching  hospitals  may  provide,  or  be  in- 
cluded in,  Area  Pharmaceutical  Services. 

Regional  pharmacists 

5.  The  early  appointment  of  a  Regional 
Pharmacist  is  highly  desirable  to  assist 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  to  undertake  the 
responsibilities  envisaged. 

6.  The  executive  structure  adopted  for 
each  Area  Pharmaceutical  Service  should 
be  a  matter  for  determination  by  the  Re- 
gional Board  in  the  light  of  local  circum- 
stances, but  it  should  be  such  that  the 
Area  Pharmacist  is  in  a  position  to  plan 
and  run  all  pharmaceutical  services  in 
the  Area  and  to  arrange  staffing  on  an 
area  basis. 

Staffing  : 

7.  The  pharmacist  should  be  fully  em- 
ployed on  duties  appropriate  to  his  pro- 
fessional training.  These  are  primarily  the 
management  of  his  Area,  section,  or  activ- 
ity, the  laying  down  of  safe  systems  of 
work,  the  proper  exercise  of  his  advisory 
role,  some  research  and  the  development 
of  and  participation  in  systems  for  secur- 
ing the  safe,  efficient  and  economical  use 
of  drugs. 

8.  The  pharmacist  should  have  adequate 
pharmacy  technicians  and  other  supporting 
staff. 

Career  Structure: 

9.  An  improved  grading  structure  should 
be  introduced  for  pharmacists  and  tech- 
nicians. This  should  be  supported  where 
necessary  by  the  constructive  movement 
of  staff,  and  the  organisation  of  progres- 
sive systems  of  training. 

Training  : 

10.  The  Health  Departments  should 
keep  the  training  needs  of  the  hospital 
pharmaceutical  service  under  review  in 
collaboration  as  necessary  with  the  pro- 
fessional and  educational  bodies. 

1 1.  Training  should  be  related  to  service 
needs  and  training  schemes  be  planned 
and  supervised  by  Regional  Boards. 

12.  Training  courses  to  keep  pharma- 
cists abreast  of  developments  in  their  own 
field,  should  be  encouraged  and  developed. 
Courses  to  qualify  pharmacists  to  under- 
take the  managerial  and  supervisory  duties 
authorised  in  the  report  should  be  pro- 
vided as  a  matter  of  urgency  where  they 
are  not  already  available. 
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13.  In  appropriate  circumstances  phar- 
macists should  be  encouraged  and  assisted 
to  undertake  higher  degree  courses. 

14.  A  basic  all  round  training  for  one 
of  the  nationally  approved  qualifications 
should  be  provided  for  Pharmacy  Techni- 
cians to  fit  them  to  develop  skills  in  the 
principal  aspects  of  technical  work.  Train- 
ing in  supervision  should  be  given  to 
those  technicians  who  are  to  carry  these 
responsibilities.  Some  senior  technicians 
may  need  in  the  future  suitably  planned 
advanced  courses. 

15.  Other  supporting  staff  should  be 
given  in-service  instruction  in  procedures 
peculiar  to  pharmaceutical  work. 

Few  in  highest-paid  group 

Only  54  pharmacists  were  in  August 
1968  receiving  over  £2.400.  almost  all 
of  them  being  in  teaching  hospitals. 

"Pay  is  a  matter  for  the  Whitley  Coun- 
cil, but  we  could  not  fail  to  be  aware 
that  the  absence  of  a  level  of  remunera- 
tion in  the  middle  and  upper  ranges  for 
pharmacists  comparable  with  that  paid  in 
other  scientific  disciplines  in  the  National 
Health  Service  is  widely  recognised  as 
a  major  deterrent  to  recruitment." 

Concerning  the  duties  of  a  pharmacist 
the  committee  considered  that  the  phar- 
macist in  charge  must  be  responsible  for 
ordering  all  drugs  used  in  the  hospital  and 
for  ensuring  their  control  and  storage. 
Nevertheless,  the  checking  of  invoices  for 
drugs,  and  the  receipt,  checking  and  re- 
cording of  goods  should  be  carried  out 
by  clerical  staff  or  storekeepers  with 
appropriate  training  working  under  the 
direction  or  control  of  a  pharmacist. 

With  regard  to  dressings,  and  if  neces- 
sary medical  gases,  the  pharmacist  should 
be  satisfied  about  the  standards  of  qual- 
ity, conditions  of  storage  in  the  hospital 
and  on  wards,  and  sources  of  supply,  but 
he  need  not  be  concerned  with  their  issue 
in  the  hospital.  "We  would  expect  him 
to  be  consulted  about  the  level  of  use  of 
dressings,  and  the  working  of  any  central 
sterile  supply  arrangements"  says  the 
committee. 

Comment  on  supervision 

"We  would  expect  technicians  to  dis- 
pense prescriptions  under  the  supervision 
of  a  pharmacist." 

Supervision  of  dispensing  would  in- 
volve checks  on  the  interpretation  of  the 
prescription  and  checking  any  calcula- 
tions and  the  quantity  and  identity  of 
materials  used,  and  the  compounding  of 
the  preparation.  "We  consider  that  whilst 
there  would  be  considerable  advantages 
if  all  prescriptions  were  read  and  inter- 
preted by  a  pharmacist  before  any  action 
is  taken,  this  would  not  be  practical  as  a 
universal  procedure:  provided  that  a  suit- 
able system  of  final  checks  and  tests  by 
the  pharmacist  is  in  operation  the  reading 
and  interpretation  of  a  prescription  can 
be  carried  out  by  a  technician. 

The  committee  envisages  five  main  levels 
of  responsibility  as  follows:  Grade  V.  re- 
gional pharmacist;  Grade  IV.  area  phar- 
macist; Grade  III,  principal  pharmacist; 
Grade  II,  senior  pharmacist;  Grade  I, 
pharmacist;  and  there  would  also  be  pre- 
registration  graduate  students. 
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Numotac  and 
taloximine 

We  should  like  to  draw  attention  to  an 
error  concerning  one  of  our  preparations 
in  the  British  Medical  Journal,  February 
28,  p  475. 

In  the  acknowledgements  at  the  end  of 
a  report  by  S.  Godfrey,  ct  al,  "Respira- 
tory stimulants  in  treatment  of  perinatal 
asphyxia,"  reference  is  made  to  Numotac 
(taloximine).  We  are  very  concerned  at 
the  linking  of  these  two  names  as  the 
trade  name  Numotac  does  not  apply  to 
taloximine.  Indeed,  we  have  recently  in- 
troduced Numotac,  an  oral  bronchodilator 
preparation  containing  isoetharine  hydro- 
chloride. 

Already  we  have  received  inquiries 
from  physicians  who  believed  that  Numo- 
tac contained  isoetharine  hydrochloride.

The  evidence  and  arguments  are 
assembled,  and  must  be  put  over  with 
all  the  force  possible. 

I  therefore  appeal  to  all  concerned,  to 
respond  promptly  and  generously  to  the 
current  appeal  being  made  by  the  NPU.

Difficult  enough,  though  described  by  the 
sender  as  "not  the  most  difficult." 
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Cyclamates  ban  hit 
Unilever's  profits 

Total  sales  of  Unilever  Ltd  and  Unilever 
NV  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1969  were 
up  to  expectations  and  profit  increased. 
Sales  of  detergents,  however,  fell  short 
of  estimate  and  consequently  the  rate  of 
improvement  in  profit  was  less  than  ex- 
pected at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter. 
Results  were  also  adversely  affected  by 
poor  profits  from  animal  feeds  and  by 
the  banning  of  cyclamates  in  some  coun- 
tries. 

Sales  for  the  full  year  (at  £2,513  m.)  were 
more  than  9  per  cent  higher  than  in  1968. 
In  spite  of  the  satisfactory  growth  in 
sales,  profits  remained  depressed  through- 
out the  year  by  various  increases  in 
costs,  coupled  with  Government  control 
of  selling  prices  in  most  countries.  With 
these  factors  added  to  the  heavy  expense 
of  introducing  new  detergent  products, 
consolidated  profits  at  £816  m.  for  the 
year  were  lower  by  £4' 3  m. 

The  directors  recommend  a  total  divi- 
dend for  the  year  of  Is  \0jd  per  5s.  for 
Limited,  and  Fl  5"43  per  Fl  20  for  NV. 

I  CI  pharmaceuticals: 
higher  sales  in  1969 

The  annual  report  of  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries  Ltd  discloses  that  the  pharma- 
ceutical division  pushed  up  its  sales  in 
1969  to  £25m  (from  £21m  in  1968)  and 
that  trading  profit  by  the  division,  at 
£10m,  was  up  by  a  quarter. 

Expenditure  by  the  group  on  research 
and  development  was  £43'2m  (£39m)  of 
which  £35m  (£32'3m)  was  spent  in  the  UK. 

New  capital  projects  on  hand  at  the 
end  of  1969  amounted  to  £20 lm  (£151m 
a  year  earlier). 

Computer  proves  its 
worth  at  CWS 

When  a  computer  was  applied  in  their 
sales  ledger  and  invoicing  department  the 
Co-operative  Wholesa'e  Society  made  an 
annual  saving  of  £200,000. 

Other  applications  of  a  system  mech- 
anisation nature  were  then  added  which 
increased  the  annual  savings  to  a  figure  in 
excess  of  £400,000. 

Those  savings  were  effected  before  the 
internal  re-organisation  took  place  in 
1967-68  and  thus  greater  benefits  can  be 
expected  from  the  computer  in  the 
future. 

Those  figures  were  given  by  Mr  D.  S. 
Greensmith  (deputy  chief  executive  offi- 
cer), administration.  CWS)  at  a  con- 
ference for  senior  management  on  "Com- 


puters for  Profit"  arranged  jointly  by  the 
British  Institute  of  Management,  the 
Confederation  of  British  Industry  and 
International  Computers  Ltd,  recently. 

Mr  Greensmith,  who  until  three  years 
ago  was  with  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co  Ltd, 
said  that  on  the  distributive  side  they 
were  developing  a  system  which  would 
provide  information  for  stock  control  at 
retail  and  wholesale  levels  as  well  as 
carrying  out  the  traditional  processing 
task  of  order  processing.  In  one  merchan- 
dising area  alone  they  expected  to  be  able 
to  increase  sales  volume  by  150  per  cent 
in  the  next  four  years. 

Among  other  speakers  at  the  conference 
were  Mr  P.  Gisolami  (director,  Glaxo 
Group  Ltd)  and  Mr  N.  P.  lackson  (direc- 
tor of  a  mail  order  company)  who  said 
that  the  computer  had  on  several  occa- 
sions helped  them  to  make  adjustments 
rapidly  to  cut  losses  on  sudden  changes 
in  purchase  tax,  SET.  postage  rates,  etc.

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A  poor  offer 

It  comes  as  no  great  surprise  that  the  salary  increases 
offered  by  the  management  side  of  Committee  C  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  as  a  result  of  the  meet- 
ing on  February  26  were  so  poor. 

For  many  years  now  the  management  side  has  run 
behind  the  skirts  of  the  Treasury  and  thrown  out  the  odd 
brickbat  of  staff  statistics  taken  at  the  best  time  of  year, 
with  no  cognisance  taken  of  the  age  or  permanence  of  the 
appointees.  Now  with  the  production  of  Sir  Noel  Hall's 
Report  at  the  fifty-ninth  minute  of  the  eleventh  hour 
before  the  negotiations  they  have  the  most  magnificent 
excuse  to  prevaricate. 

The  offer  that  was  made  was  for  an  interim  increase 
of  10  per  cent  in  pay  and  allowances  to  operate  from 
March  1,  to  be  followed,  if  the  revised  career  structure 
based  on  recommendations  in  the  "Report  of  the  Working 
Party  on  the  Hospital  Pharmaceutical  Service"  has  been 
completed  by  October  31,  by  a  further  offer  on  the  new 
structure.  * 

Should  the  new  career  structure  not  be  completed  in 
time  the  management  side  are  prepared  to  offer  a  further 
5  per  cent  from  November  1. 

A  current  salary  of  £1,200  per  annum,  which  is  the  sort 
of  remuneration  that  is  driving  young  graduates  out  of 
the  hospital  service,  would  yield  an  increase  of  £120  per 
annum  now  and  a  further  £66  per  annum  in  November. 

The  salary  for  the  whole  year  would  be  £1,348.  At  the 
other  end  of  the  scale  only  the  fortunate  few  earn  more 
than  £2,500  per  annum  which  would  give  an  additional 
£250  per  annum  now  and  £137  per  annum  in  November 
making  an  annual  total  of  £2,807 — and  that  after  at  least 
fifteen  years'  service. 

Current  advertisements  are  offering  £1,800  per  annum 
for  an  unqualified  warehouse  manager,  £2,000-plus  per 
annum  for  newly-qualified   assistant   managers,  £3,000 


per  annum  for  experienced  managers  and  even  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  is  offering  a 
salary  of  £2,350-£3,505  per  annum  for  pharmacists.  Is  it 
so  surprising  then  that  the  service  is  dying? 

The  Noel  Hall  Report  is  a  learned,  thoughtful,  well- 
written  and  complete  survey  of  the  problems  of  hospital 
pharmacy.  A  document  which  runs  to  sixty-four  foolscap 
pages  plus  appendices,  it  has  been  sent  to  interested 
authorities  for  comment.  Since  the  final  date  for  receipt 
of  these  comments  is  May  31,  nothing  will  be  done  about 
the  replies  before  June  1  at  the  earliest.  Thereafter,  it  will 
take  the  Secretary  of  State  two  to  three  months  to  sift  the 
replies.  The  Report  "does  not  anticipate  the  outcome  of 
the  Green  Paper  proposals"  but  "with  suitable  modifica- 
tions they  (the  recommendations)  can  and  should  be 
capable  of  being  incorporated  in  any  basic  administrative 
structure."  Since  the  White  Paper  on  the  Health  Services 
has  been  promised  for  about  that  time  its  proposals  in 
relation  to  the  Report  would  also  have  to  be  considered. 

It  will  therefore  be  September  or  October  before  the 
Secretary  of  State  is  able  to  decide  what  action  he  proposes 
to  take.  The  staff  side  of  Whitley  Council  could  not,  in- 
deed must  not,  attempt  to  work  out  a  new  salary  structure 
before  October  31.  The  offer  of  another  structure  in 
October  is  thus  an  empty  gesture  and  can  only  be  seen  as 
a  stalling  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  management  side. 

In  order  to  save  the  service  a  much  more  genuine  effort 
must  be  made  on  the  part  of  the  management  side  to  meet 
the  present  situation,  without  reference  to  the  Report. 
Unless  it  takes  the  form  of  a  much  more  substantial  offer, 
say  the  25  per  cent  claimed  by  the  staff  side  as  an  interim 
settlement  after  they  rejected  the  latest  offer,  there  will  be 
insufficient  pharmacists  left  in  the  service  to  form  a  nucleus 
for  the  implementation  of  the  Noel  Hall  Report  or,  indeed, 
of  the  White  Paper.  The  management  side  had  the  chance 
to  do  so  when  the  Committee  met  on  March  6  to  discuss 
the  counter  claim.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  took  it. 


latter  having  been  repealed  by  the  Trade 
Descriptions  Act  1968. 

The  chapter  on  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act  1956  while  factually  correct 
omits  to  inform  the  reader  that  the  Act 
is  one  of  the  statutes  repealed  by  the 
Medicines  Act. 

The  book  resembles  the  standard  works 
on  forensic  pharmacy  in  that  the  index 
leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

The  author  has  attempted  to  show 
the  application  of  pharmacy  law  to  all  the 
facets  of  the  profession  and  for  that  he 
should  be  congratulated.  One  of  the  short- 
comings of  some  works  dealing  with 
lorensic  pharmacy  has  been  the  tendency 
to  concentrate  on  the  aspects  affecting  the 
retail  sale  of  poisons  to  the  neglect  of 
transactions  in  the  wholesaling  and  manu- 
facturing of  drugs  and  medicines. 

The  book  is  a  useful  work  on  the  sub- 
ject and  the  practitioner  will  find  within 
the  information  he  requires.  From  the 
student's  point  of  view  it  may  be  somewhat 
confusing. 


Pharmacy  Law.  C.  C.  Stevens  LEB 
(Lond),  FPS,  Alchemist  Publications, 
25  Oxford  Street,  London.  8^  x  b\  in. 
Pp.  202  +  vi.  42s  plus  2s  6d  postage 
UK. 


This  is  the  first  book  on  this  subject  to 
bear  the  title  Pharmacy  Law.  Being  first 
in  the  field  brings  some  glory  to  the  author 
but  as  a  trail  blazer  it  means  that  if  there 
are  any  pitfalls  he  will  find  them. 

The  preface,  although  brief'  is  vital  to 
its  understanding  and  failure  to  read  it  will 
lead  to  confusion  in  understanding  the 
significance  of  later  chapters.  Current 
pharmaceutical  legislation  evolved  around 
the  Pharmacy  &  Poisons  Act  1933  that 
emphasis  has  now  been  shifted  to  the 
Medicines  Act  1968  which,  when  it  Be- 
comes effective,  amends  or  repeals  sub- 


stantial parts  of  what  was  known  as  for- 
ensic pharmacy  as  now  taught  to  students. 

The  difficulty  in  writing  about  the  Medi- 
cines Act  is  that  it  is  not  yet  effective  in 
certain  vital  parts  and  so  the  earlier  legi- 
slation must  be  covered  in  some  detail. 
The  author  is  aware  of  the  problem  and 
has  attempted  to  deal  with  those  points. 

The  Act  is  printed  as  an  Appendix  to 
this  volume  and  the  chapters  dealing  with 
it  are  somewhat  disappointing  as  the 
author  has  in  the  main  contented  himself 
with  merely  repeating  the  language  of  the 
Act.  While  realising  that  there  are  dif- 
ficulties it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  later 
editions  of  this  work  those  chapters  will 
be  expanded  so  that  they  will  enable  prac- 
titioners and  students  alike  to  appreciate 
the  problems  that  the  Act  is  trying  to 
solve. 

The  chapter  on  the  Shops  Acts  and  the 
Trade  Descriptions  Act  is  a  useful  one 
but  is  marred  by  the  fact  that  in  the 
contents  it  is  wrongfully  described  as  the 
Shop  Acts  and  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  the 
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THE  LAW 

Legislation  affecting  the  retail  pharmacist 
in  the  conduct  of  his  business  is  both 
far-reaching  and  constantly  changing. 
Keeping  up-to-date  is  therefore  essential 
—yet   often  overlooked. 

A  useful  outline  of  some  of  the  more 
recent  statutes  was  provided  by  Mr  J. 
Wright,  secretary.  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  in  the  penultimate  lecture  of  the 
Chelsea  and  Bradford  postgraduate  exten- 
sion course.  The  following  are  the  Acts 
to  which  Mr  Wright  referred. 

Contracts  of  Employment  Act  1963 

Provides  for  a  specified  minimum  period 
of  notice  to  be  given  by  the  employer 
or  employee  to  terminate  a  contract  of 
service;  deals  with  the  rights  of  the  em- 
ployee during  the  period  of  notice  and 
requires  written  particulars  of  terms  of 
employment  to  be   given  to  employees. 

Occupiers'  Liability  Act,  1957 

Occupier  of  premises  has  a  "common  duty 
of  care"  to  take  such  care  as  in  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  is  reasonably 
necessary  to  see  that  any  visitor  to  the 
premises  (other  than  a  trespasser)  will  be 
reasonably  safe  in  using  the  premises  for 
the  purposes  for  which  he  is  invited  or 
permitted  by  the  occupier  to  be  there. 

The  occupier  must  be  prepared  for 
children  to  be  less  careful  than  adults. 
Any  warning  about  a  danger  on  the 
premises  will  not  of  itself  absolve  the 
occupier  from  liability  unless  the  warning 
was  enough  to  enable  the  visitor  to  be 
reasonably  safe. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1 963 

Requires  premises,  fixtures,  fittings  and 
furniture  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  state.  Pro- 
hibits overcrowding  and  lays  down  mini- 
mum standards  for  temperature,  ventila- 
tion, lighting,  sanitary  and  washing 
facilities,  drinking  water.  Provision  must 
be  made  for  the  accommodation  and 
drying  of  employees'  clothing  not  worn 
during  shop  hours.  First  aid  facilities 
must  be  provided.  Fire  precautions  are 
dealt  with. 

Redundancy  Payments  Act,  1965 

Requires  that  where  an  employee  who  is 
eligible  is  dismissed  because  of  redundancy, 
a  redundancy  payment  calculated  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  shall  be  made  to  him.  Does  not 
apply  to  employees  with  less  than  104 
weeks'  continuous  service  or  those  working 
less  than  21  hours  a  week. 

Medicines  Act,  1968 

Mr  Wright  referred  particularly  to 
licences,  conduct  of  pharmacies,  presenta- 
tion of  products  and  promotion  of  sales. 

Trade  Descriptions  Act,  1968 

Replaces  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  and 
is  designed  to  prohibit  false  or  misleading 
trade  descriptions,  indications  of  the  price 


of  goods,  and  statements  about  services 
accommodation  or  facilities.  Mr  Wright 
warned  that  an  oral  statement  may  amount 
to  the  use  of  a  trade  description. 

Dealing  with  price  claims,  he  said  that 
the  NPU  had  taken  counsel's  advice 
about  money-off  offers  and  would  shortly 
be  giving  guidance  to  members.  A  notice 
would  be  made  available  for  display  in 
the  premises,  giving  the  member  pro- 
tection under  this  section  of  the  Act. 

Common  Law 

(a)  Contract:  Includes  master  and  servant, 
radius  agreements,  living  accommodation 
with  post,  giving  of  notice  and  instant 
dismissal,  giving  of  references,  employee 
as  agent  of  employer  and  bailment. 

(b)  Tort:  Includes  negligence,  nuisance, 
trespass,  defamation,  fraud  and  "passing 
off."  If  any  person  suffers  bodily  injury, 
or  death,  or  injury  to  his  property  as  a 
result  of  an  error  committed  by  a  pharma- 
cist in  general  practice  or  any  member  of 
his  staff,  that  person  has,  or  his  personal 
representatives  have,  a  right  of  action  in 
damages  against  the  owner  of  the 
business.  (In  law,  the  person  who  made 
the  error  is  also  liable  but  in  practice, 
proceedings  are  normally  taken  against 
the  employer.) 

Where  the  error  was  committed  by  the 
manufacturer  of  the  article  and  the 
pharmacist  could  not  have  been  aware  of 
the  dangerous  or  faulty  nature  of  the 
article,  responsibility  would  be  passed 
to  the  manufacturer. 

Vicarious  liability:  "The  master  is  liable 
for  any  tort  which  the  servant  commits 
in  the  course  of  his  employment";  is  an 
established  rule  of  common  law. 

Third  Party  claims:  Examples  of 
occurrences  that  have  given  rise  to  claims 
are  woman  tripped  over  worn  lino  and 
broke  leg;  man  caught  foot  on  display 
stand,  fell  and  injured  himself;  woman 
tore  coat  on  jagged  metal  strip  on  shop- 
front;  piece  of  stone  window  ledge  fell 
from  shop  and  damaged  car;  those  are 
examples  of  occurrences  that  have  given 
rise  to  third  party  claims  for  damages. 

Turning  to  insurance,  Mr  Wright  said 
a  comprehensive  shop  policy  should  pro- 
vide basic  insurance  cover  against  fire, 
burglary,  employer's  liability,  public  lia- 
bility, consequential  loss  and  glass  break- 
age. The  policy  could  be  extended  to 
cover  other  "special  perils"  including  loss 
of  profits  following  interference  with 
business.  A  burglary  policy  does  not  cover 
the  breakage  of  glass  that  can  be  in- 
sured by  a  glass  breakage  policy,  nor 
does  it  cover  stock  stolen  by  "shop  lifting," 
money  or  stamps.  A  special  "cash"  policy 
can  be  arranged. 

Employer's  Liability 

If  an  employee  is  injured  in  the  course 
of  his  employment  and  he  is  able  to  prove 
that  the  accident  was  the  result  of  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  his  employer  or  of  a 


fellow  employee,  a  claim  can  be  made 
against  the  employer  at  common  law.  The 
risk  should  be  covered  by  a  compre- 
hensive shop  or  employer's  liability 
policy. 

Consequential  loss  (loss  of  profits) 

Provision  can  be  made  to  cover  loss  of 
income  resulting  from  complete  or  partial 
closure  of  the  business  through  fire.  The  j 
sum  insured  would  be  based  on  the  gross 
profit  of  the  business  and  should  be 
adjusted  at  the  completion  of  each  year 
of  account. 

Glass  Breakage 

A  policy  can  be  arranged  to  cover  any 
type  of  glass.  In  the  ordinary  way,  it  does 
not  cover  the  cost  of  taking  down  window 
enclosures  or  any  obstacles  to  the  fitting 
of  the  new  glass.  This  additional  work  can 
be  expensive  and  some  policies  can  be 
extended  to  cover  it. 

Finally,  Mr  Wright  warned  that  it  is 
essential  that  the  sum  insured  be  revised 
periodically  to  ensure  that  full  values  are 
covered.

/  own  my  pharmacy  freehold  and  I 
could  now  pay  off  my  mortgage.  On 
the  other  hand  it  would  be  possible 
for  me  to  use  the  money  available  in 
extending  my  premises.  The  rate  of  \ 
interest  I  pay  is  quite  reasonable  by 
today's  standards,  but  I  am  in  two 
minds  about  the  matter.  Can  you 
advise  please  ? 

In  business  it  normally  pays  to  borrow  at 
a  reasonable  rate  if  the  money  invested  can 
be  turned  to  account  to  earn  a  higher  gross 
profit.  The  principle  is  called  gearing  and  is 
best  seen  in  the  fact  that  large  multiples 
often  carry  considerable  overdrafts  which 
they  turn  over  several  times  a  year,  so 
earning  additional  gross  profits  far  in  excess 
of  the  interest  paid. 

I  own  a  small  company  manufactur- 
ing a  product  widely  sold  in  pharma- 
cies and  wonder  if  you  can  give  me 
any  useful  advice.  I  am  proposing  to 
build  a  small  freehold  factory.  Should 
my  company  acquire  this  or  should 
I  do  it  personally?  I  believe  there  are 
some  taxation  problems  involved. 

A  company  is  liable  to  corporation  tax  at 
45  per  cent  on  any  chargeable  gains 
whereas  an  individual  is  liable  to  only 
30  per  cent.  It  follows  that  normally  it  is 
better  for  an  individual  to  hold  freeholds.  If 
you  build  the  factory  and  rent  it  to  the 
company  you  should  be  able  to  claim 
industrial  buildings  allowance  yourself.

CHEMISTS  MAINTAIN  SHARE 
M  COSMETICS  MARKET 


Although  inroads  continue  to  be  made 
into  the  chemists'  share  of  the  cosmetics' 
market,  their  sales  of  most  items  still  make 
up  more  than  half  the  market  and  in 
some  instances  it  amounts  to  around 
three-quarters. 

In  the  case  of  hair  products  the  chem- 
ists' total  share  fell  a  few  percentage 
points  in  1969  compared  with  1968  des- 
pite the  fact  that  Boots  increased  their 
stake.  The  results  of  a  survey  carried  out 
during  August-September  1969  which  have 
just  been  published  also  show  that  chem- 
ists sold  76  per  cent  of  the  bleaches  (79 
per  cent  in  1968)  of  which  Boots  sold  26 
per  cent  (20  per  cent). 

Colourants  and  depilatories  were  two 
other  classes  in  which  chemists  faced 
little  competition.  At  the  other  end  of 
the  scale  chemists  accounted  for  45  per 
cent  of  shampoo  sales  (1968:  48  5  per 
cent)  including  Boots'  16  per  cent  share 
(14'5  per  cent)  and  aerosol  hairsprays  38 
per  cent  (1968:  43  per  cent),  including 
Boots'  14  per  cent  (13  per  cent). 

The  grocer/supermarket  outlet  was  the 
next  largest  seller  with  a  21  per  cent 
stake  in  shampoos  and  16  per  cent  in 
aerosols.

Chemists  only  have  36  per  cent  of  the 
market  for  talcum  powders.  Boots  share 
according  to  the  report  is  15  per  cent. 

Comparisons  between  1969  and  1968 
cannot  usefully  be  made  in  the  case  of 
hand  preparations  because  of  a  different 
approach  by  the  interviewers.  From  the 
latest  survey  it  appears  that  53  per  cent 
were  using  Nivea  Creme,  23  per  cent 
Johnson's  baby  lotion  and  12  per  cent 
Astral. 

Chemists  were  responsible  for  42  per 
cent  (46  per  cent  in  1968)  of  hand  cream 
sales  including  Boots'  share  of  19  per 
cent  (17  per  cent);  for  general  purposes 
cream  the  figures  were :  69  per  cent,  in- 
cluding Boots'  31  per  cent,  and  nail  var- 
nishes, 52  per  cent  (48  per  cent). 

Not  surprising  is  the  fact  that  the  big- 
gest users  of  nail  varnishes,  66  per  cent, 
are  the  13-15-year-olds,  of  whom  6  per 
cent  use  it  twice  a  week  or  more. 

Max  Factor  continue  to  be  the  market 
leaders  in  compressed  face  powders,  hav- 
ing a  43  per  cent  share;  Avon  and  Yard- 
ley  tie  for  second  place  with  12  per  cent. 

Avon  had  23  per  cent  and  Max  Factor 
18  per  cent  of  the  lipstick  sales. 

The  North-west  of  England  have  a 
higher  ratio  of  sales  per  head  of  female 
population  of  lipstick,  mascara  and 
"highlighters"  than  any  other  region  of 
Britain. 

The  North-west  also  appears  to  use 
fragrances  more  than  any  other  area. 

While  the  percentage  of  women  using 
cleansing  or  cold  creams  would  appear 
from  the  report  to  have  gone  up  from  28 
to  37  per  cent  between  1965  and  1969  the 
share  taken  by  Ponds  has  fallen  from  43 
to  26  per  cent.  Chemists  sell  59  per  cent 
of  the  creams.  Boots  having  about  half 
that  share. 

Of  the  women  interviewed  23  per  cent 
had  never  used  a  deodorant  and  only  62 
per  cent  used  a  deodorant  daily.  The  sale 
of  vaginal  deodorants  has  risen  from  4 
to  9  per  cent  over  a  year,  the  main  mar- 
ket being  the  19-24  age  group.

Pharmacist  did  not 
keep  DD  register 

The  owner  of  an  Enfield,  Middlesex, 
pharmacy  was  conditionally  discharged 
for  a  year  on  five  summonses  and  ordered 
to  pay  £26  5s  costs  at  Tottenham  Court 
on  February  12. 

He  was  David  Brian  Cohen,  owner  of 
the  Silver  Street  Pharmacy,  who  admitted 
failing  to  keep  a  legister  of  Dangerous 
Drugs  issued  at  his  branch,  on  five  oc- 
casions in  August  1969. 

Mr  John  Peppitt,  defending,  explained 
that  Mr  Cohen  had  opened  a  branch  near 
St  Pancras  Station  on  which  he  had  spent 
a  lot  of  time.  "He  is  very  distressed  at 
appearing  before  a  criminal  court"  said 
Mr  Peppitt  adding  that  Mr  Cohen  had 
spent  £200  on  converting  a  storeroom  into 
an  office  so  that  this  isolated  offence 
would  never  happen  again. 

Fined  for  Lem-Sip  theft 

When  a  lorry  driver  employed  by  a  phar- 
maceutical company  was  stopped  by  police 
while  driving  his  private  van,  six  cases 
of  the  employer's  products  were  found,  the 
Highgate,  London,  magistrates  were  told 
recently. 

Colin  Clive  Outen,  181  Cannon  Lane, 
Pinner,  admitted  stealing  six  cases  of 
Lem-Sip  —  432  packets  in  all  —  valued 
at  £100.  the  property  of  his  employers, 
Reckitt-Colman  Ltd.,  in  the  Greater  Lon- 
don area,  on  or  before  January  26. 

"I  got  scared  after  being  stopped  by  the 
police,  and  went  straight  off  and  threw 
the  cases  over  Chiswick  Bridge,  into  the 
water.  I  didn't  make  any  money  from 
them,"  said  Outen,  in  Court. 

The  chairman  of  the  magistrates,  Mr 
D.  C.  Johnson  fined  Outen  £25  and  allowed 
him  a  month  in  which  to  pay. 

He  refused  an  application  by  the  com- 
pany for  restitution  in  view  of  Outen's 
previous  good  character,  and  the  fact  that 
he  had  made  no  profit  from  the  theft. 

Representative  fined 

A  sales  representative,  who  pleaded  guilty 
at  London's  Marylebone  court  recently  to 
stealing  pharmaceutical  preparations,  worth 
together  £396  10s,  property  of  Schering 
Chemicals  Ltd,  and  stealing  by  similar 
means,  a  further  quantity  of  pharma- 
ceutical preparations,  worth  together 
£10  15s,  property  of  Abbott  Laboratories 
Ltd,  was  fined  a  total  of  £20. 

The  sales  representative,  Charles  Joseph 
Woods,  of  Ashchurch  Terrace.  Shepherds 
Bush,  was  said  to  have  been  given  the 
preparations  by  the  two  companies  to  dis- 
tribute as  samples  to  doctors  and  hos- 
pitals. When  he  left  the  employ  of  the 
two  companies  he  failed  to  surrender  the 
preparations. 

Woods,  a  single  man  of  previous  excel- 
lent character,  who  was  said  to  have  been 
very  co-operative  upon  arrest,  had  nothing 
to  say  in  Court.

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HOW  HBSPIIU 
PHARMACY  CAME 
TO  EDINBURGH 

by  John  A.  Myers,  BPharm.  FPS,  LLB,  DBA,  FCCS 


In  the  early  18th  Century  there  wen 
a  few  dispensaries  but  no  teaching  hospi 
tals  in  Scotland.  Hence  students  requiring 
a  good  scientific  medical  education  ha< 
to  go  to  the  continental  medical  school 
and  many  young  Scots  were  attracted  t< 
the  progressive  Medical  School  of  Leidei 
University  in  Holland.  Some  of  thosi 
Scottish  physicians  and  surgeons  returnee 
to  Edinburgh  and  in  1726  were  instrumen 
tal  in  founding  the  Edinburgh  Universit; 
Faculty  of  Medicine.  Appeals  were  mad 
to  the  townsfolk  for  money  to  start 
hospital  for  the  sick  poor. 

On  August  6,  1729,  a  four-bed  hospita 
was  opened  in  a  converted  house  at  th 
head  of  Robertson's  Close.  It  is  definitel 
established  that  it  was  not  actually  in  th 
Close.  In  the  Monthly  Chronicle  Augu; 
18,  1729,  was  the  following  announct 
ment : 

An  Infirmary  or  Hospital  for  the  sick  was  late 
opened  at  Edinburgh  being  the  first  Hospital  < 
that  kind  that  ever  was  in  Scotland. 

Growing  medicinal  plants 

Close  to  the  hospital  were  the  Edir 
burgh  University  gardens,  where  ambi 
latory  patients  and  staff  had  the  privileg 
of  taking  walks.  The  gardens  were  leasa 
for  growing  medicinal  plants,  to  Joh 
Rutherford,  professor  of  practice  of  physi 
(1726-66),  Andrew  St  Clair,  professor  c 
institutes  of  medicine  (1726-47),  Andrei 
Plummer,  professor  of  chemistry  Q72( 
55),  who  specialised  in  pharmaceutic; 
chemistry,  and  lohn  Innes,  professor  c] 
practice  of  physic  (1726-46),  jointly  wit 
Rutherford.  All  had  been  trained  at  th 
Leiden  Medical  School  and  were  keepin 
up  the  Leiden  scientific  tradition.  At  thei 
own  cost  they  bought  a  house  on  the  edgi 
of  the  gardens,  fitted  it  out  as  a  labor; 
tory. 

Six  surgeons  attended  the  hospital  i 
monthly  rotation  from  1729  to  1738.  The: 
supplied  medicines  free  of  charge  froi| 
their  own  shops  to  the  infirmary  patien 
until  July  1735.  After  that  they  were  pai; 
£3  a  bed  a  year  for  medicines. 

The  hospital  was  too  small  to  meil 
the  needs  of  Edinburgh  and  the  medic;!' 
school.  In  August,  1738,  the  building  c| 
a  new  238-bed  hospital  was  begun  aboi 
a  hundred  yards  away  on  part  of  the  lan 
formerly  cultivated  by  the  Black  Friai 
from  the  monastery  near  the  Cowgati 
The  hospital  east  wing  was  completed  anj 
occupied  by  December  1741  and  the  whol| 
infirmary  by  1748. 

Mr  R.  McKinlay,  Clerk  of  the  Hous 
from  1741  to  1747.  "educated  in  pharn 
acy  and  unmarried,"  had  charge  of  th 
instruments,  drugs,  and  printed  books,  an 
was  responsible  for  inventories  of  a 
stock. 

Nowadays  the  group  chief  pharmacis 
is  educated  in  pharmacy  and  has  charg 
of  the  instruments,  drugs  and  dressing 
Two  cutlers  on  his  staff  service  the  sui 
gical  instruments  in  a  well-equipped  workj 
shop  and  a  stock  check  of  every  surgics;' 
instrument  in  all  wards  and  department 
is  carried  out  every  six  months.

Mr  Russel  and 
Mr  Cuningham,  recommended  to  the 
[managers  that  an  apothecary"s  shop  be 
provided  in  the  infirmary  and  a  fit  person 
be  put  in  charge  of  it  No  immediate 
action  was  taken  but  in  1747  when  there 
were  40  in-patients  and  many  out-patients 
the  high  cost  of  purchasing  medicines 
forced  the  managers  to  open  an  apothe- 
cary's shop. 

In  1747  two  clerks,  Mr  Petrie  and  Mr 
Sutherland,  were  appointed  to  act  alter- 
nately as  clerk  and  apothecary,  a  month 
it  a  time.  They  were  each  paid  £10 
a  year.  They  wrote  up  the  patients" 
case  histories,  accompanied  the  surgeons 
San  ward  rounds,  visited  the  wards  morn- 
ng  and  evening,  attended  ill  patients  as 
necessary  and  saw  to  the  instruments  and 
pandages.  They  also  helped  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  hospital.  In  March 
748,  it  was  proposed  to  take  a  ^-year- 
old  boy,  Adam  Sloss,  from  George  Wat- 
pon's  Hospital  (ie  School)  as  an  appren- 
ce  in  the  apothecary's  shop. 
On  December  5.  1748.  the  first 
Newspaper  advertisement  appeared,  ap- 
pealing for  old  linen  to  be  sent  to  the 
Edinburgh  Infirmary  for  use  as  surgical 
'ressings.  They  were  to  be  paid  for  by 
he  treasurer.  In  1752  a  Mr  Short,  apothe- 
:ary,  was  appointed  in  charge  of  the  shop. 

About  that  time  one  of  the  main  sup- 
pliers of  herbs  to  the  infirmary  was  a 
gardener  called  James  Birrell.  There  are 
rnany  invoices  from  him  for  althea,  hys- 
sop, ground  ivy,  pennyroyal,  savin,  tansy 
powers,  chamomile,  poppy  heads,  etc. 
The   account   books   show   that  items 


Jr 


such  as  tallow,  rosin,  pitch,  bung  corks, 
mustard  powder,  raisins,  bladders  etc. 
were  frequently  purchased.  By  1752  the 
Infirmary  was  a  busy  place  and  running 
costs  were  again  rising.  Hence  in  April 
of  that  year  the  infirmary  managers  ap- 
plied to  the  Edinburgh  Town  Council  for 
a  free  Tack  or  lease  of  the  physic  garden 
near  the  College  formerly  used  by  the  Pro- 
fessors of  Medicine  mentioned  above.  The 
idea  was  to  "enable  the  managers  at 
small  expense  to  provide  green  medicines, 
roots  and  herbs  for  the  service  of  the 
Shop."' 

On  June  1.  1752.  the  managers  were 
granted  a  Tack  of  the  garden,  rent  free, 
for  12  years.  They  set  about  stocking  the 
garden  with  plants  and  there  are  several 
invoices  detailing  the  names  and  quanti- 
ties and  prices  of  plants  purchased  :

Received  the  above  for  the  use  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary  and  attested  by  Mr  Short. 

As  an  economy  measure  the  supply  of 
medicines  to  out-patients  was  stopped  in 

1754  and  on  December  16.  1754.  "New 
Rules  for  Dispensing"  were  promulgated 
by  the  Infirmary  managers.  Presumably 
the  actions  were  designed  to  rectify  the 
complaints  about  the  service  given  by  the 
apothecary. 

One  cannot  help  thinking  that  Mr 
Short  would  have  to  delegate  some  of  his 
duties  to  his  staff  of  one  apprentice  and 
one  porter.  His  increased  commitments 
due  to  the  managers  taking  over  the  Phy- 
sick Garden  would  involve  him  in  leav- 
ing the  Shop  on  many  occasions. 

The  infirmary  was  intended  for  the 
poor,  and  in  those  days  there  was  one  law 
for  the  rich  and  another  for  the  poor. 
The  College  of  Physicians  produced  a 
Pharmacopoeia  in  1699  of  prescriptions 
for  treating  the  populace. 

To  economise  on  medicines  at  the  in- 
firmary the  "Paupers  Pharmacopoeia"  was 
introduced.  A  special  edition  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Pauperum  was  issued  as  early 
as  1742.  There  were  several  editions.  A 
copy  of  the  edition  of  economical  pre- 
scriptions of  1752  is  still  held  in  the 
library  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physi- 
cians, Edinburgh.  A  new  edition  was 
published   in    1760,  although   it  was  not 


authorised  by  the  infirmary. 

A  Pharmacopoeia  Pauperum  (1760) 
published  in  Frankfurt  can  be  seen  in 
the  National  Library.  Edinburgh.  On 
July  3.  1775.  the  recently  appointed 
apothecary.  Coll  McDougall  wrote  a  letter 
to  the  managers  requesting  proper  facili- 
ties for  his  work.  The  Royal  Infirmary 
Managers"  Minute  Book  states: 
There  was  likewise  presented  and  read  a  letter 
from  Coll  McDougall  the  apothecary  signifying 
that  the  present  practice  of  preparing  medicines 
for  the  shop  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Hospital  was 
attended  with  much  inconveniency  and  therefore 
proposing  that  some  convenient  place  in  or 
near  the  House  might  be  thought  of  and  fitted 
up  for  that  purpose,  etc. 

The  shop  was  established  in  the  former 
managers'  room  on  the  ground  floor  of 
the  east  wing  and  a  manufacturing  labo- 
ratory was  eventually  created  in  this  area. 
The  "Statutes""  of  the  Royal  Infirmary 
1778  state  that  the  vaulted  cellars  below 
the  shop  were  used  for  preparing  medi- 
cines: 

In  this  vaulted  room  were  furnaces,  the  great 
mortar  and  other  conveniences  for  the  more 
laborious  and  coarser  operations,  which  had 
formerly  been  found  to  render  the  shop  dis- 
orderly and  to  disturb  the  patients  on  the  floors 
above. 

The  ground  floor  plan  in  the  "Statutes" 
also  shows  another  laboratory  located  in 
the  west  wing  opposite  to  the  apothecary's 
shop. 

The  apothecary's  duties 

The  duties  of  the  apothecary  are  clearly 
laid  down  in  the  Statutes  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Edinburgh  1778;  eg,  labelling 
medicines,  collecting  medical  plants  in 
their  respective  seasons  etc. 

Fifty  years  later  in  May  1829  the 
managers  bought  the  old  High  School  near 
the  infirmary,  converted  it  to  a  surgical 
hospital  and  added  an  operating  theatre 
to  hold  400  students.  There  were  eventu- 
ally 103  beds  in  the  old  surgical  hospital. 
In  1853  a  new  surgical  hospital  was  built 
next  door. 

In  1846  Robert  Liston  performed  the 
first  painless  operation  using  ether 
anaesthesia,  at  University  College  Hospital, 
London.  In  November  1847  Simpson  used 
chloroform  for  the  first  time  in  the  Edin- 
burgh Royal  Infirmary  to  anaesthetise 
four-year-old  Barney  Dempsey  who  had  a 
necrossed  elbow  removed  by  James  Miller. 
Professor  of  Systematic  Surgery. 

From  1853  to  I860  Joseph  Lister  worked 
in  the  old  surgical  hospital  trying  to  solve 
the  appalling  mystery  of  pyemia,  hospital 
gangrene  and  erysipelas.  In  1867  when  he 
was  Professor  of  Surgery  in  Glasgow 
University  he  wrote  in  the  British  Medical 
Journal,  that  he  had  solved  the  problems 
of  cross  infection,  using  a  carbolic  spray 
in  the  operating  theatres  of  Glasgow 
Royal  Infirmary. 

The  present  new  Royal  Infirmary  in 
Lauriston  Place  was  started  in  1870  and 
finished  in  1879  and  the  whole  of  the 
patients  and  staff  were  moved  into  it 
during  one  day.  About  the  same  time  the 
Edinburgh  University  medical  school 
moved  to  Teviot  Place,  so  that  the  infirm- 
ary and  medical  school  are  once  again 
in  close  proximity.

Aspirin  prices  up 
by  7  per  cent 

London.  March  4:  The  difficulty  in  find- 
ing Chinese  menthol  for  reasonably  quick 
delivery  and  a  hardening  of  Brazilian 
prices  at  origin  made  holders  quote  higher 
rates  for  their  stocks.  Ginger  was  also 
very  firm  with  no  offers  of  Jamaican. 
Continental  valerian  root  was  easier  but 
higher  rates  were  quoted  for  spot  bella- 
donna herb  and  for  cascara.  Madras  tur- 
meric was  easier  by  30s  per  cwt. 

Among  essential  oils  Chinese  pepper- 
mint was  dearer  by  Is  3d  per  lb  on  the 
spot  while  Brazilian  advanced  by  three- 
pence making  the  price  identical  for  both 
sources.  Clove  leaf  oil  was  steady  but 
the  bud  oil  was  firm  and  the  stem  oil 
almost  unobtainable.  Ceylon  citronella 
was  easier  by  threepence  per  lb  and 
lemongrass  by  3s  per  kg  for  shipment. 

Aspirin  prices  were  advanced  by  7  per 
cent  as  from  March  1  by  one  manufac- 
turer. It  is  known  that  other  makers  were 
contemplating  the  introduction  of  new 
schedules  during  the  month  —  the  first 
change  for  several  years.  One-ton  lots  are 
now  9s  9yd  kg;  5  tons,  9s  7d  and  10  tons 
9s  6d. 

Sulphathiazole  has  been  temporarily 
exempted  from  import  duty  for  the  rest 
of  the  year.  Among  other  chemicals  ex- 
empted by  an  Order  published  as  SI  1970 
No.  269  are  sulphaquinoxaline  (until 
July  2)  and  carbon  tetrachloride  (until 
May  7).
